REVISION THE BUSINESS MANAGE- 
MENT SERVICE AGREEMENT 


The experience the last two years has indi- 
cated the desirability modifying several ways 
our Business Management Service Agreement with 
The Williams and Wilkins Company. Presented 
below, therefore, the revised agreement which 
emerged from discussions with representatives 
the Company, and which has been approved 
the Council. 

The essential changes are fourfold: separation 
from the Agreement the charges for the produc- 
tion the News Letter; calculation the charges 
for service per member basis; more precise 
and detailed statement the services ren- 
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dered the Company; and reduction the Busi- 
ness Manager’s bond. 

The terms the original Agreement October, 
1950 were devised estimating nearly 
could the ordinary routine expenses the 
Secretary-Treasurer’s Office was being op- 
erated Dr. Blair during 1950, including the 
cost producing and distributing the News Let- 
ter. The Company then agreed the experiment 
performing the same services different 
framework for the same cost ($8,500) during 1951. 
Experience showed that the estimates were reason- 
ably accurate. For 1952, increase per cent 
the maximal charge was agreed upon view 
the increased membership the Society and 
the prevailing inflation. will not know until 
the close the year, course, what the actual 
costs have been. 

Based the News Letter 1949 and 1950, 
annual quota pages the present format was 
determined. conformity what seem the 
wishes our members, however, the News Letter 
has undergone considerable development and 
has regularly exceeded the quota. The extra pages 
have been paid for separate charges, the com- 
putations which have been somewhat 
inconvenience. Expressed another way, the News 
Letter varying item, whereas the Agreement 
was designed cover routines. Furthermore, 
became evident that the Business Office had very 
little function perform the production the 
News Letter—that was essentially transaction be- 
tween the Editor (the Secretary-Treasurer) and 
the printer (Waverly Press). was recommended, 
therefore, that the terms covering the News 
revised paragraph 2(m) the enclosed 
draft. will seen below, the cost pages 
News Letter has been omitted from the new 
computation costs the Business Office func- 
tion. 

his original letter August 1950 the 
C., setting forth the tentative terms 
Business Management Service, Mr. William Pas- 
sano, Secretary The Williams and Wilkins 
Company, stated that the most logical basis for 
computing charges would per capita, since the 
kind services contemplated would essentially 
proportional the number members. This 
basis did not seem feasible, however, until some 
experience had been gained. felt that the 
change can made conveniently this time 
and indeed should made, view the rate 
which our membership has been increasing. 
addition, have turnover from 200 300 
each year. These delinquents, the terms the 
Constitution and Bylaws, must carried the 
books active members until their dues are one 
year arrears. They not receive the Society’s 
publications but they are perhaps more expensive 
carry, anything, than paid-up members since 
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they have segregated and sent follow-up 
notices. Allowance for this situation provided 
the method enumeration set forth paragraph 
Separate provision made for Emeritus, Re. 
tired, and Corresponding Members and for the 
Press List (complimentary recipients the News 
Letter, primarily), for whom the Business Office 
estimates that only third much service 
rendered. 

The charge $1.50 per year per active sus- 
taining member was computed from the costs for 
1951, less the cost the News Letter and several 
miscellaneous nonrecurring items, follows. Refer- 
ence may made also Schedule the annual 
report the Secretary-Treasurer, page 27, April 
1952 News Letter.

($829.20 compared with the original figure 
$1138.20) should applied actually the charges 
for 1951. this basis, the original deficit 
$226.59 1951 operations becomes credit 
$82.41, which sum has been refunded the 
Society. This revision points some the 
complexities adjustment the Business Man- 
agement Service and cite also exemplifying 
the good faith the Company. 

The number active and sustaining members 
the beginning 1951 was 4028 and 610 were 
added during the year for total 4638.

The detailed statement the services 
rendered the Company (paragraph seems 
need comments—it follows closely the summary 
given Mr. Harwood the April 1952 News 
Letter. 

Under the terms the present Agreement, the 
Business Manager under bond the amount 
$10,000 cost $4.00 per thousand. This 
not large item expense but appears 
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largely unnecessary. The Business Manager has 
access more than few dollars any one 
time, mostly the form dues paid cash. The 
Company does not bond any its employees 
similar capacities, for that reason. Nevertheless, 
has seemed wise retain the principle, but 
reduce the coverage $1,000.

revising the ninth edition this textbook.

Graphs are 
reproduced negative rather than positive prints. 
There are few typographical errors (e.g., glycerine 
for glycine Fig 38). This edition profusely, 
almost excessively, illustrated; 132 new illustra- 
tions have been used and some old ones discarded, 
for net increase 79. The illustrations are 
generally high quality, especially the electron 
micrographs bacteria and viruses, and the vari- 
ous mycologic illustrations.
